The  Attioa  &,  Freedom  Railroad  Company  operated  tlie  same  line  of  railroad  as  a  narrow 
Kaage  until  January,  1804,  at  which  time  a  decree  of  sale  in  foreclosure  prooeedinga  was  ob- 
tained by  mortgage  bondholders,  and  on  or  about  April  1,  1804,  the  entire  property  and  £ran- 
chise  was  sold  by  the  sherifT.  The  railroad  was  not  operated  except  for  constmction  purposes 
daring  the  year  1804.  On  or  about  October  15, 1804,  a  charter  was  granted  by  the  State  of^Kew 
York  to  the  present  company  to  construct  and  operate  a  standard  gauge  railroad  on  aame  line 
between  Attica,  Wyoming  County,  and  Freedom,  Catt<arangns  County,  Doth  in  the  State  of  UTew 
York. 

Nineteen  and  one-fourth  miles  between  Attica,  N.  Y.,  and  Curriers,  N.  Y.,  was  constructed 
and  put  in  operation  on  January  0th.  1805,  and  it  is  for  the  operation  of  this  portion  that  report 
is  now  made.  Construction  work  is  about  to  be  oommencea  again,  and  it  is  expected  to  have 
26  miles  in  operation  by  September  80, 1806.

The  certificate  of  lucorporation  of  above  date  provided  for  a  capital  stock  of  $100,000,  divided 
into  UQOQ  shares  of  $100  each.  On  March  15, 1894,  the  capital  stock  was  increased  to  $200,000, 
certificate  anthonzing  same  being  filed  in  office  of  Secretary  ot  State  April  16,  1804.  On  April 
10,  1895,  thtt  Middletown,  Blooming  burgh  Electric  Railway  Co.  was  incorporated  and  certificiite 
duly  filed  same  date  in  office  uf  Sec.retaiy  of  State.  By  agreement  of  consolidation,  dated  May 
7,  1895,  and  duly  filed  and  recorded,  Juno  22, 1895,  the  above  two  companies  were  consolidated 
and  merged  into  the  Middletown -Goshen  Traction  Co.,  herein  reported.  From  the  date  of 
original  incorporation  the  road  has  been  in  continual  process  of  construction  and  equipment. 
The  entire  system  of  the  consolidated  company  was  bout  under  contract  for  the  entire  road  and 
eooipment  complete,  the  contractor  assuming  the  contract  of  the  MidcQeiowu,  Bloomlngburgh 
Electric  Railway  Co.,  as  modified  by  the  consolidation  airreement.  Road  begun  operation  May 
8, 1894,  operating  line  in  Middletown  only,  until  August  25, 1894,  when  line  to  Wallkiil  river, 
half  way  to  Goshen,  was  operated,  and  line  to  Goshen  was  opened  November  25, 1895.

The  Buffalo  and  Tonawanda  Electric  Railway  was  organized  on  the  12th  day  of  January,  1893, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  aline  of  electiic  railway  between  the  tillage  of  Tnnawanaa,  Erie 
county,  N.  V.,  and  the  city  of  Bufi'alo.  The  two  roads  were  consolidated  as  stated  above.  Each 
road  was  organized,  and  the  consolidation  was  effected  under  the  general  railroad  law  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  The  construction  of  tbe  road  was  commenced  May  10,  IH95,  and  is  now  in 
progress.  The  total  amount  of  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  road  is  $1,250,000,  of  which  only 
|800,0u0  has  been  issued  ;  $150,000  was  issued  to  take  up  a  like  amount  of  Htock  toeretofore  issued 
by  the  Buffalo  aud  Tonawanda  Electric  Railway,  and  $650,000  was  issued  to  take  up  a  like 
amount  of  stock  theretofore  issued  bv  the  old  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falla  Electric  Railway.
